“USA, USA, USA,” the crowd

May-Treanor and partner Kerri 
Walsh-Jennings celebrated the start 
of their journey to London for the 
2012 Summer Olympics. 

“T’m honored to have this send- 
off,’ May-Treanor said. “It didn’t 
happen the last time, so it really 
means a lot to have the community 
support, especially when you’re doing 


something that will go down in his- 
tory.” 

A crowd of approximately 150 
people overfilled the seats at the 
send-off, forcing some attendees to 
stand around the sides of the event 
as May-Treanor and Walsh-Jennings 
thanked their fans for the support. 

Many girls participating in the vol- 
leyball camp inside the Walter Pyra- 
mid attended the send-off, watching 
with excitement as the two Olympians 
spoke. 

Other attendees of the send-off in- 
cluded Mike and Arline Walter, who 


were given the honor of having the 
Walter Pyramid renamed after them 
in 2005 after they provided a gener- 
ous donation of $2.1 million to the 
university. 

Growing up in Costa Mesa, Calif., 
May-Treanor said she recalls the Sum- 
mer Olympics as being the highlight 
of her summer. 

“I can go back to when we had the 
red, white and blue channel ... that 
was always a highlight to just sit back

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New bill to allow texting and driving in California 


Apple’s Siri may 
remain illegal under 
the bill.

California drivers will soon be able 
to text while driving, as long as they 
use a device that is both hands-free 
and voice-activated. 

Gov. Jerry Brown has signed As- 
sembly Bill 1536 into law, allowing 
drivers to use phone or car programs to 
send and receive text messages audibly. 
The law will go into effect Jan. 1, 2013. 

The bill passed through the State 
Senate unanimously, according to the 
Legislative Counsel of California’s 
website. Only three of the 72 State 
Assembly members opposed the bill. 

“We will support and enforce [the 
law],” Cal State Long Beach Univer- 
sity Police Captain Scott Brown said. 
“We want to stress that paying atten- 
tion to the road [while texting hands-

free] is of utmost importance.” 

It remains unclear whether pro- 
grams like Apple’s voice recognition 
program, Siri, fit into the new law. 
According to Apple’s website, users 


of Siri must first tap the microphone 
icon on their iPhones’ screens to dic- 
tate a text. 

“I don’t really understand what 
[Siri’s] purpose is, to be honest,” An- 


thony Vander-Schaff, a senior psy- 
chology major, said. “I haven’t used it 
to text while driving. I try not to do 
that, any way.” 

AB 1536 clearly states however, 
that drivers must use devices that are 
“hands-free,” leaving Siri’s fate un- 
certain. Many other programs’ fates 
are uncertain as well. 

Car programs, such as Ford’s 
SYNC, allow drivers to talk on the 
phone or text by pressing a button on 
the steering wheel of equipped cars. 
Because SYNC’s use does not require 
the physical touching of a phone to text 
or call, it is legal to use under state law. 

“T think that listening to a text ... 
would be the same as listening to a 
call,” Joey Simas, a junior chemi- 
cal engineering major, said. “I don’t 
think it would be a problem because 
your eyes would still be on the road.” 

The penalty for a violation of the 
law is a $20 fine for the first offense. 
Each offense after the first warrants a 
fine of $50. 

“Our only concern is if texting di- 
verts a driver’s attention away from 
driving,” Scott Brown said. “People 
must use these devices logically.” 
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Foundation 
Building 
elevators 
may re-open 
by fall 2012 


Cal OSHA found 
no malfunctions in 
elevator 2.

The Foundation Building’s eleva- 
tors may soon re-open for the first time 
since the elevator accident that resulted 
in a Cal State Long Beach employee’s 
death in December 2011. 

The elevators may be re-opened as 
soon as the end of August, according 
to Associate Vice President of Physical 
Planning and Facilities Management 
David Salazar. 

Both elevators have-been. undergo- 
ing modernization, according to Asso- 
ciate Vice President of University Re- 
lations Toni Beron. The modernization 
includes making the elevators equally 
accessible for those with disabilities 
and converting some of the elevator 
systems from analog to digital, accord- 
ing to Salazar. 

Funding for the modernization proj- 
ect was provided by Foundation Build- 
ing funds, Salazar said. 

According to an investigation sum- 
mary by the California Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration, el- 
evator 1 has been out of service since 
October 2011 due to hydraulic fluid 
leakage. 

Elevator 2 has been out of service 
since the accident in December. 

The accident occurred when An- 
nette Lujan of Huntington Beach, an 
employee at the Foundation Building, 
attempted to crawl out of the elevator 
when it was stuck between the second 
and third floors. 

Lujan was crushed on the neck and 
shoulders when the elevator dropped. 
She died of traumatic asphyxia, ac- 
cording to Cal OSHA’s report. 

Following the accident, Cal OSHA 
investigated the elevator and its parts. 
The examination concluded that there 
were no malfunctions, 

As a result, Cal OSHA did not issue 
a citation. 

According to Dean Fryer of Cal 
OSHA, investigators got elevator 2 to 
operate with its doors open following 
the accident by opening the manual 
lowering valve on the unit control valve. 

Fryer explained that the unit control 
valve is located in the elevator machine 
room, which is protected by key card 
entry. 

“There is no way Ms. Lujan could 
have accidently opened the manual 
lowering valve,” Fryer said via email. 

According to Fryer, no one had 
entered the room before the accident, 
after a review of the key card entry 
logs. 

“Investigators found no equipment 
damage, no debris that would indicate 
that there was a mechanical issue,” 
Fryer said. 
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Survey finds Generation Y frugal 


Economic factors see 
millennials spending 
less than other 
generations.

Faith Lee, a Cal State Long Beach 
journalism senior, doesn’t pay atten- 
tion to brand names. Instead, she likes 
to hunt online for the best bargains and 
even do facial remedies at home. 

Lee is a “millennial,” born be- 
tween the years of 1982 and the early 
2000s. According to a recent survey, 
her spending habits differ from those 
of generations before her, including 
the baby boomers (born between the 
1940s and 1960s) and generation X 
(born between the 1960s and early 
1980s). 

The survey, conducted by Sympho- 
nyIRI, found that generation Y — or 
the millennial generation — is less 
loyal to brand names when shopping 
for certain items, like food or house- 
keeping products. 

The survey also found that genera- 
tion Y is more price-driven when shop- 
ping and they don’t believe they can 
drastically change their lifestyles with 
a change in purchase behavior. 

Unlike her mom, Lee said she prefers 
to purchase off-brand items. 

“My mom sticks with one brand,” she 
said. “I don’t mind buying private brands. 
The quality is pretty much the same.” 

The survey also made clear that if 
Generation -Y. chooses to go with a 
brand,,.that ghoice«is driven by “digi- 
tal backup,” such as advertisements 


on comparison websites or cellphone 
apps. Chair of the CSULB marketing 
department, Dr. Ingrid Martin, said 
businesses are able to reach millenni- 
als without the customary upfront or 
“hard-selling” manner. 

“These kids are constantly hooked 
into the Internet ... with all sorts of op- 
portunities to ... ignore ads,” Martin 
said via email. 

Martin said marketers use all sorts of 
social media to communicate messages 
as well as advertise in programming, 
making the program a vehicle to pro- 
vide information and encourage mille- 
nials to buy the brand. 

“Through all these connections, 
[millennials] are exposed to ads and in- 
formation in a very passive way so that 
it doesn’t feel like advertising in the 
traditional sense,” she said. 

According to CSULB Marketing 
Professor Dr. Sayantani Mukherjee, a 
specialist in digital and social media, 
marketing agencies are coming up with 
new techniques to instill brand names 
into the minds of millennials. 

“The emerging development in the 
social media platform is using location- 
based services through mobile phones 
and connecting other consumers physi- 
cally,’ Mukherjee said. “Applications 
such as foursquare are built around this 
theme.” 

When shopping, students have the 
ability to use websites like Amazon 
and Ebay to find the best deal. Lee said 
smart phone apps, like “GasBuddy,” 
help her find cheaper gas prices by 
comparing local gas stations. 

CSULB economics Professor Jack 
Hou said the internet makes the spread 
of information easier and creates a sub- 
conscious bargain-hunter mentality in 
the minds of millennials. 

“With the side-by-side compari- 


son, the psyche changes from looking 
at a value of the good rather than the 
brand,” Hou said. 

Others, like CSULB alumna Lindsey 
Jeans-Shaw, depend on convenience 
and location while shopping. She said 
she goes shopping often throughout the 
week but buys smaller amounts. 

“My mom, she likes to do big shop- 
ping trips,” she said. 

Rather than using the internet to 
compare prices, Jeans-Shaw said she 
compares prices in store. 

“T basically buy everything that’s 
on sale,” she said. “I don’t care about 
brands at all.” 

According to Hou, millennials have 
different spending habits than other 
generations due to drastic changes in 
American economics, such as 9/11 and 
the 2008 stock meltdown. 

“Tt instilled a sense of danger, causing 
[millennials] to be more cautious,” he said. 

According to Hou, Generation X had 
a different way of spending because 
the economy was in better shape in the 
early 80s and 90s. Trends and success 
in investments through online trading, 
stocks and housing gave Generation X 
a mindset that they were rich. 

“Generation X went through a 
sustained economic boom,” he said. 
“They had] the feeling and mentality 
that money. was easy to come by. They 
[lacked] patience,” he said. 

While millennials were brought up 
in the age of technology, most people 
from older generations have yet to 
adapt to the changes, Hou said. 

He also said that because of upcom- 
ing retirement plans, recent tuition 
hikes and lack of financial aid, older 
generations are moving in the same 
direction as millennials. They are how- 
ever, still lagging behind. 

“Habits take time to break,” he said.

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Gov. Brown appoints new addition to BOT, three more seats left to fill 


James “Larry” Norton 
has yet to receive 
Senate approval.

Gov. Jerry Brown has appointed an- 
other member to the Cal State Universi- 
ty Board of Trustees, his third appoint- 
ment in less than two weeks. 

New appointee, James “Larry” Nor- 


ton, is from San Rafael and is a member 
of the Marin County School Volunteers, 
according to the governor’s announce- 
ment. He has yet to be approved by 
State Senate. 

Norton also served as vice president 
at the Institute for Medical Sciences at 
the California Pacific Medical Center 
for four years, as the director of de- 
velopment and community relations at 
Dominican University for six years and 
as an intelligence analyst at the United 
States Central Intelligence Agency for 
seven years. 

“Mr. Norton brings a broad back- 
ground of experience to his role as 


trustee,’ CSULB Provost Donald J. 
Para said via email. “CSULB welcomes 
Mr. Norton to the Board and looks for- 
ward to working with him to advance 
the critical importance of the CSU in 
the future of our state and nation.” 

Norton’s appointment was  an- 
nounced July 16, just 10 days after 
Brown revealed that Lupe Garcia and 
Hugo Morales had also been selected 
for the Board. 

All of the appointments require con- 
firmation by the State Senate, but CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said the trustees 
may serve on the Board for up to a year 
without confirmation. 
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Fallis also said that even though a 
trustee’s experience within the CSU 
may not be immediately apparent, 
many of the trustees have a connection 
to the CSU, such as being alumni of the 
23-campus system. 

“They don’t get money for doing 
this,” Fallis said. “Usually, individuals 
who volunteer for this have some reason 
that they are deeply passionate about 
the CSU.” 

None of the 25 trustees on the Board 
are paid, with the exceptions of the 
Chancellor and the faculty trustee. 

While Garcia has served in multiple 
positions at Gap Inc. since 1999 and 


earned a Juris Doctorate degree from 
the University of San Francisco School 
of Law, Morales was an adjunct lecturer 
of the La Raza Studies Program at CSU 
Fresno from 1976 to 1979. 

The various backgrounds of the 
trustees can assist the Board when mak- 
ing difficult decisions, Fallis said. 

“We rely on the unique perspective 
of all of our trustees,” Fallis said. “For 
example, if we were to face another 
$250 million in state support, it helps to 
have that business perspective.” 

Three seats on the Board still need to 
be filled, including two eight-year term 
trustees and a student trustee.

Rather than settling down for a nine 
to five job, two recent Cal State Long 
Beach graduates sought the unexpect- 
ed and chose to embark on a two-year 
experience teaching English overseas 
through CSULB’s Sister City of Yok- 
kaichi, Japan. 

Cameron Lombardo and: Christo- 
pher Rohar were selected among nine 
other applicants for the Yokkaichi 


English Fellowship. Their journey to 
Japan begins August 30. 

Lombardo and Rohar were chosen 
for the fellowship based on letters of 
recommendation, their interest in 
Japanese culture and teaching experi- 
ence, according to Lombardo. Rohar 
graduated in 2010 with a degree in Jap- 
anese and international business, and 
Lombardo graduated this year with a 
degree in Japanese. 

Lombardo said he has wanted to 
teach overseas since he was in high 
school and that he is not worried about 
the culture shock. 

“IT am more nervous in the teaching 
aspect, with making lesson plans and 
gauging where [the students’] English 
levels are at,’ Lombardo said. “They 
are middle and high school students, 
but that doesn’t mean much.” 


Lombardo took Japanese classes 


in high school, which inspired him to 
travel to Japan and become immersed 
in the culture and language. He said 
he’s not fearful of being away from 
home, even if it is for a couple of years. 

“Having studied Japanese culture, 
having studied there for a semester, I 
always felt like I was going to do this,” 
Lombardo said. “It feels right.” 

Rohar said he feels like he is ready 
to teach English in a culture different 
from his own because he lived in Japan 
for a year as a student and accepted the 
challenges he encountered. 

“As long as there is a challenge, I 
am ready,” Rohar said. “I know I am 
ready because I look forward to over- 
coming those challenges.” 

Rohar said he knows that teaching 
English to Japanese students will be 
more than one-way learning. He will 
“definitely be learning [Japanese] from 
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them as well.” 

As a Spanish and English speaker, 
Rohar said that studying the Japanese 
language has helped in more ways than 
one. 

“My Spanish grammar has even im- 
proved,” he said. 

Lombardo and Rohar agreed on one 
topic that will be a challenge — the 
weather. 

“There is no AC and heat. Everyone 
just learns to adjust and wear big jack- 
ets,” Lombardo said. 

Bryan Duren, a CSULB 2011 gradu- 
ate and friend of Lombardo and Rohar, 
currently participates in the program. 
He had a few words of guidance for 
Lombardo and Rohar. 

“Expect different things,” Duren 
said. “Both of you will question many 
things, but you can only question your- 
self and no one else.” 
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Treanor said, “I don’t know if I saw 
myself as an Olympian at that point, 
but it was always fun to watch the ath- 
letes compete and all the amazing re- 
cords that were set.” 

May-Treanor played volleyball for 
the Long Beach State 49ers from 1995- 
99. With May-Treanor leading as team 
captain, the 49ers became the first 
women’s National Collegiate Athletics 
Association (NCAA) volleyball team to 
have an undefeated season in 1998. 

The 34-year-old, three-time gold 
medalist, graduated from Cal State 
Long Beach in 2004, the same year 
she was inducted into the LBSU Hall 
of Fame. 

May-Treanor and Walsh-Jennings 
also made their first appearance in the 
Summer Olympics that year, taking 
home the gold after defeating Brazil in 
the finals. 

From setting a first-time record in 
1998 with the 49ers, May-Treanor and 
Walsh-Jennings set a first-time record 
in the 2008 Olympics as they became 
the first and only beach volleyball team 
to repeat as gold medalists thus far. 

May-Treanor said she and Walsh- 
Jennings work well together and that 
their relationship was more than just 
volleyball. 

“T can’t think of a better partner to 
have ... to begin this journey and to 
end this journey with Kerri Walsh- 
Jennings,” May-Treanor said. “I mean, 
her accolades speak for itself.” 

Growing up, Walsh-Jennings said 
she saw May-Treanor as her volleyball 
idol. 

“She was my Michael Jordan, and 
she still is my Michael Jordan,” Walsh- 
Jennings said. 

Walsh-Jennings said the send-off in 
front of the Walter Pyramid was a fitting 
way for May-Treanor to go off to London 
because the two could see the support 
from the community and their fans. 

May-Treanor said she can talk about 
being an Olympic champion, but ulti- 
mately, the feeling is indescribable. 

“Once an Olympian, always an 
Olympian,” she said. “Once a cham- 
pion, always a champion. No one can 
take that away from us.” 

The champions begin their journey 
July 28 in a face-off against Australia.

Legalizing marijuana in Colorado will not increase drug's usage 


At an event hosted by the American Enter- 
prise Institute, a panel of experts predicted that 
legalizing marijuana in one state of the U.S. will 
lower the price of the product in all other states, 
therefore encouraging more people to be attracted 
to the drug. 

Author Jonathon Caulkins, who co-wrote 
“Marijuana Legalization: What Everyone Needs 
to Know,” warned that the effects would be enor- 
mous and the price decline could be up to one 
quarter less of the current price in New York. 

Caulkins said this price drop would make 
marijuana less risky to produce and sell, which 
would encourage more to smoke marijuana. 

Oregon, Colorado and Washington will vote 
this November on a ballot initiative that would 
allow possession of up to one ounce of marijuana 
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for those 21 and older. 

Since Colorado has been regulating medical 
marijuana, the price of the drug has decreased. 
The percentage of voters in favor of legalizing the 
drug in this state has not increased accordingly. 

Mason Tvert, co-director of the Campaign 
to Regulate Marijuana Like 
Alcohol, supports Amendment 
64, which licenses marijuana 
cultivation facilities to provide 
marijuana only to licensed 
retail stores and product manufacturers. It is il- 
legal to transport marijuana out of Colorado right 
now, and it will remain just as illegal to do so if 
Amendment 64 is adopted by the voters. 

Tvert disagrees with Caulkins’ opinion that 
legalization in one state will lower the drug cost 
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across the country. Tvert stands behind keeping 
the prices high to limit the usage. 

“Marijuana is currently universally available, 
and it will remain that way regardless of whether 
Amendment 64 is adopted,” said Tvert. “The 
question is whether we would prefer marijuana be 
strictly controlled and sold by 
licensed businesses in a tightly 
regulated market, or whether 
we want to continue with the 
current system in which it is 
strictly uncontrolled and sold by criminal enter- 
prises in the underground market.” 

In Caulkin’s prediction of the prices lowering, 
I don’t believe more non-smokers are going to be 
turned on to the idea. Most reasons for people not 
participating in the drug are legal, moral, health 
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and productivity issues. Those who are against 
engaging in the drug most likely won’t be ecstatic 
to hear that the prices have dropped, considering 
that he or she probably didn’t know the former 
prices. 

The decision to legalize marijuana in Colorado 
should not directly affect other states in this busi- 
ness. The price drop may lower the criminal side 
to marijuana, which would be beneficial to the 
business. 

If the price drop does encourage a significant 
increase in the number of marijuana users, it 
would be worth getting rid of the violence and 
crime associated with the drug.

‘The Dark Knight Rises’ above high expectations

In 2005, Christopher Nolan released 
“Batman Begins,” which effectively 
changed the superhero film genre for- 
ever. Nolan had managed to bring a 
reality and humanity to the costumed 
hero in a way that audiences had never 
seen before. The film managed to be a 
crowd-pleaser without dumbing down 
its content, and it made way for a new 
wave of “gritty” reinterpretations of 
comic book characters with varying 
success. 

Audiences everywhere have been 
wondering if Nolan could finish 
strong with “The Dark Knight Rises,” 
the much-anticipated finale to his 
Dark Knight trilogy. Third sequels in 
comic-book franchises have almost 
always fallen short of their predeces- 
sors, and after “The Dark Knight” in 
2008, some felt he couldn’t do better. 

In the end, “The Dark Knight Rises” 
manages to be a successful finale to a 
spectacular series. It may not be a bet- 
ter film than its predecessors, but it is 
definitely a great send-off to Nolan’s 
version of the character. 

Despite some plot holes and incom- 
prehensible character motives, once 
again Nolan’s film manages to please 
audiences and fans while still keeping 
its grown-up themes intact. 

“The Dark Knight Rises” begins 


eight years after the previous film. 
Bruce Wayne (Christian Bale) has 
locked himself away in Wayne Tower 
and retired his Batman alter ego in or- 
der to protect the image of Gotham’s 
“white knight,’ Harvey Dent, taking 
the fall for Dent’s brutal crimes as the 
villain Two-Face. Nobody seems to 
make the connection that Batman dis- 
appeared just as Wayne decided to stay 
at home indefinitely, but the citizens of 
Gotham have always been pretty bad at 
detecting the connections between the 
two. 

Meanwhile, Harvey Dent has been 
made into a martyr by Gotham’s gov- 
ernment, causing laws to be passed 
which help to clean up the city’s streets. 
Police Commissioner Gordon (Gary 
Oldman) has trouble covering up the 
truth, but realizes it’s for the good of 
the city. That is, un- 
til the masked kill- 
er, known only as 
Bane (Tom Hardy), 
takes over the stock 
exchange by force 
and bankrupts 
Wayne Enterprises. 

Bane has ulterior 
motives for taking 
over Wayne En- 
terprises. It turns 
out they may have 
technology at their 
disposal that has potential to destroy 
the entire city. Batman follows “Cat- 
woman” Selina Kyle (Anne Hathaway) 
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to Bane’s underground hideout in an at- 
tempt to put a stop to things, but Bane 
may be more powerful than Batman 
could have ever imagined. 

The problems with “The Dark 
Knight Rises” come primarily in the 
pacing. Nolan and the screenwriters try 
to pack a ton of things into one three- 
hour film. 

At some points it’s a film about the 


‘moral difficulty of keeping the truth 


from the public when it’s for their ben- 
efit. At-other times, it’s about Bruce 
Wayne quite literally rising from the 
depths to become the man he needs to 
be to save the city he loves. Also, there’s 
a large portion of the movie involving 
John Blake (Joseph Gordon-Levitt), a 
young orphan cop who knows Batman’s 
true identity. Blake is an interesting 
character, but much like other parts of 
the film, his im- 
portance is not 
clear until well 
into the third 
act. 

All these plot 
lines progress 
while Bane’s 
insanely com- 
plicated plan is 
taking place in 
Gotham. The 
character of 
Bane has the 
obvious burden of being compared to 
Heath Ledger’s Joker from the previous 
film. Tom Hardy never really reaches 


the level of Heath Ledger in the acting 
department, but this is largely due to 
the fact that he has a grotesque metal 
mask over his face the entire time. 
Bane is not just another crazed lunatic 
loose in Gotham causing mayhem and 
destruction. Unlike the Joker, he plans 
things meticulously. He is not an agent 
of chaos; he has very clear goals that 
come to light as the film goes on. 

The action in the film is some of the 
best Nolan has ever done. In “Batman 
Begins,” the action was so spastically 
edited it was almost incomprehensible, 
and in “The Dark Knight,” most of the 
action scenes were vehicle-based spec- 
tacles. In “The Dark Knight Rises,” the 
audience gets the best of both worlds. 
There are fantastic scenes of Batman’s 
new flying vehicle soaring between 
buildings, but the audience also gets 
to see scenes of Batman beating the tar 
out of people in the streets. The final 30 
minutes of the film is such an awesome 
visual display, it is worth the price of an 
IMAX ticket. 

“The Dark Knight Rises” works 
better as a sequel than it does as a 
stand-alone movie. The plot can get 
convoluted for fans who haven’t seen 
the previous films recently, especially 
“Batman Begins.” Even with its few 
flaws, it manages to perfectly cap off 
Nolan’s trilogy and sets the bar for oth- 
er superhero franchises. Other Batman 
films will eventually be made, but it is 


doubtful that the Dark Knight will ever . 


rise to this level again.

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Celebrating 40 years of Title IX 


Long Beach State 
women’s athletics 
thrived before and 
after Title IX.

The language of Title [X does not in- 
clude any mention of sports. It does not 
include any mention of women. It does 
not include any mention of athletics, the 
NCAA or any other athletic institution. 

But sports, women and the NCAA 
are what Title IX it is all about. Itis also 
something that Long Beach State had 
embraced long before the law passed. 

Since Congress made Title [X into 
law 40 years ago as a part of the Educa- 
tion Amendments of 1972, high school 
and college sports have been revolu- 
tionized. Federally funded schools are 
required to provide equal opportunities 
for men and women on and off the field. 

The law faced strong resistance na- 
tionwide, as the NCAA claimed that it 
was illegal and many lawsuits followed. 
That was not a problem in Long Beach, 
however, where the city and univer- 
sity were years ahead of the country in 
promoting equality among the sexes in 
sports. 

In 1962, a full decade before the 
passing of Title IX, LBSU fielded its 
first women’s basketball team. Two 
years later, female volleyball players 


were representing the 49ers on the vol- 
leyball court. 

In 1965, when LBSU put together a 
women’s tennis team, the school had six 
men’s teams and three women’s teams. 
This was unheard of during a time 
when the NCAA held a championship 
for women in only one event — skiing. 

Fast-forward 47 years to 2012. LBSU 
currently fields ten women’s teams and 
seven men’s 
teams. The 
softball team 
just won its 
seventh Big 
West title and 
the sand vol- 
leyball team 
advanced to 
the NCAA fi- 
nals in its inau- 
gural season. 
Men’s_ basket- 
ball and base- 
ball get most 
of the atten- 
tion, but LB- 
SU’s women’s 


sports have ar- ; lle 


guably been more successful — of the 
eight national championships won by 
LBSU since 1972, seven were won by 
women’s teams. 

“Our university and our administra- 
tors do a great job of staying compli- 
ant and keeping things fair and equal,” 
softball head coach Kim Sowder said. 
“We get what we need to be competi- 
tive, and we’re always doing our best to 
improve the facilities.”

Sowder has been affected by Title IX 
not only as a coach, but as a player. She 
was a star shortstop for the 49ers be- 
tween 1989 and 1992 before returning 
as head coach in 2007. 

“It’s given myself and a lot of others 
opportunities they wouldn’t have other- 
wise had,” she said. ‘““When I was play- 
ing, there was only one assistant coach 
[for the softball team]. Positions have 
grown. Now 
more women 
are able to make 
a living coach- 
ing.” 

The softball 
team now has 
three assistant 
coaches, two 
of which are 
women. 

The biggest 
and most prof- 
itable sports 
are still those 
played by men. 
But Title [X has 
had so much 
influence on 
United States athletics that for the first 
time in history, the USA Olympic Team 
is comprised of more women than men. 

Without Title IX, LBSU’s football 
team may have avoided being cut back 
in 1991. But with Title IX, LBSU was 
able to develop star volleyball talents 
like Misty May-Treanor and Tayyiba 
Haneef. Both will be representing the 
United States and the 49ers in London 
this year. .
